Washington — (XP) — Agreement 


among agricultural nations, includ- 
ing Soviet Russia, to regulate farm 
production to consumption was pro- 
posed before the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce today by Alfred 
"Walter, chairman of the Polish dele- 
gation. 


Joining Dr. H. L. Russell, former 


dean of the college 
of agriculture. 


University of Wisconsin, 'in the be- 
lief that the problem for 
world 


farmers is to readjust production to 
existing needs, Falter said 
It was 


"obvious; that the world-wide ..agri- 


• cultural crisis may only be solved, by 
international means 
based 
on^a 


world-wide" scale." 


The proposed agreement, he said, 


should "encompass on one hand the 
adaptation of the production to the 
consumption by means of organiz- 
ing such production with a view to 
Us regulation, and on the other hand 
should aim to a proper organization 
of commerce in order to avoid un- 
necessary disturbances of the mar- 
kets through, diverse actions and in- 
dividual, methods." 


Such a plan would 
not be feas- 


ible without Soviet participation, he 
said, adding: 


"Irrespective of the final result 


which Russia may attain 
by her 


planned economic and agricultural 
activity, the effect of such an activ- 
ity must, without , the 
v slightest 


doubt, make it impossible for the 
world, as long as it remains in its 
present disordered 
condition, 
to 


check the actual crisis." 


Must Have Agreement 


Russell said no country would at- 


tempt to limit its acreage unless the 
same restrictions 
were applied by 


others. The recent international con- 
ference at Rome, he added, "ran in- 
to trouble In this particular" when 
the Soviets refused to restrict their 
wheat. 


•"The obvious way to get rid of a 


surplus," he continued, "would be to 
reduce production, but restriction of 
acreage is easy to resolve about, and 
difficult if-not impossible to enforce 
by governmental action." 


Russell assailed federal farm re- 


lief as temporary, artificial stimu- 
lation that only postpones inevitable 
readjustments 
and 
a permanent 


cure. 


What the farm world wants Is a 


"moratorium on nature's operations 
for a year," he said. 


He warned of Russia's "limitless 


possibilities for expansion," especial- 
ly In cereal grain farming. 


As for farm tariffs, Russell said 


America had acted 
no differently 


than other countries, Germany hav- 
ing raised her duty 
on wheat over 


fc- 230 per cent in the last 16 months so 
B& that today it Is $1.62 a bushel, or 
a' nearly twice the world market price.

He also recalled that the French 
duty had been Increased by 400 per 
cent In less than four years.

Practices Bill 


Madison —Of)— A substitute mea 


sure to the Carow Corrupt practice 
bill was submitted to the senate ju 
dietary committee at a hearing her 
yesterday by Thomas E. Coleman 
Madison, campaign manager for for 
mer Governor Walter J. Kohler. 


Ccleman's bill would enact 
nine 


important changes, among- them the 
removal of newspapers 
from the 


classification of corporations whict 
are prohibited from taking part in 
state campaigns. 


Stephen Bolles, editor of the Jan 


esville Gazette, reiterated his stand 
against the provision against news 
papers which was contained in th> 
original Carow bill. 
Assemblymen 


J. W. Carow, Ladysmith, and Kob 
ert A.' Nixon, Washburn, Progres- 
sive floor _ leaders,, have agreed , to 
amend the measure to permit news 
papers to engage actively in cam 
paigns. 


The Coleman measure Is obvious 


1y an attempt to give conservative 
Republicans and other parties an 
even break with Progressives. One 
of its provisions would forbid the use 
o£ franked matter during campaign: 
unless it was included in the ex- 
pense account of. the candidate ben- 
efitted. 


Another provision would forbid the 


free circulation of out-of-state pe< 
riodicals to more than 10 per cent 
of its Wisconsin mailing list. This 
proviso is a direct hit at. Labor, a 
Washington, D. ~C.' publication which 
has shipped into Wisconsin. < many 
editions-urging election of Progres' 
• sives.

Coleman's substitute bill would al- 


so forbid all political 
activity by 
state Employes while on duty and 
would permit the expenditure of 
funds to investigate state records, 
the records of candidates and ques- 
tions at referenda. 
The bill wipes 


out the part of the Carow measure 
which forbids members of a. candi- 
date's family, his employes, or his 
employer to make independent ex- 
penditures. 


The Coleman bill also adds the 


provision that if a successful candi- 
date appoints a man who supported 
him foi1 election, this implies a pre- 
election promise of office. 


"These are not partisan amend- 


ments," Mr. 
Coleman 
contended, 


"but they will give minor parties a 
fair chance. As the bill now stands 
it makes no .mention of state em- 
ployes engaging in campaign work. 
In other words, this is a bill to keep 
the administration in power. 


"I believe that when a referen- 


dum affects a corporation, it should 
have the same right to defend itself 
that those working against the cor- 
poration have to work for the refer- 
endum. 


"I don't agree that we spent a 


great deal in the last campaign. In 
fact, it was less than 
$1,000 
a 


county, and it's all registered with 
the secretary of state. 


"I defy other organizations to say 


that all their funds are likewise 
registered. This talk of large sums 
is pretty much propaganda. 


"The sum of ?500,000 was spent 


30 years ago m four years on the 
LaFollette side, but that is never 
mentioned now or denied. It makes 
$100,000 look pretty sick. 
A lot of 


aid was given the other fellows that 
never appears in the records." 


Mr. Bolles s>aid Robert M. La Fol- 


lette, Sr., during the World war In 
attacks on the espionage act ve- 
hemently expressed the inalienable 
right of free speech and free press. 
"He warned the committee that if 
the ban on corporations were left 
in the bill, the matter would be tak- 
en to the supreme court. 


"I don't want the state setting 


up a gag against anyone. 
Are 


you afraid," Mr. Bolles asked, "that 
some one will fight a battle against 
some of your contitutional amend 
ments?

Washington —C4>) —Chief Justic 


Hughes today recommended to th 
American Law institute 
that "a 


adequate organization" be maintain 
ed in. .the department of justice fo 
the collection and arrangement o 
criminal statistics. 


George W. Wickersham, chairman 


of the law enforcement commission 
who spoke before the chief justice 
urged the institute to begin an in 
tensive study of criminal law wit] 
the view to aiding in the fight 
crime. 


The chief justice said the crimina 


statistics published by the govern 
ment had been severely criticized in 
a report of the law enforcement com 
mission. 


"Theie are major 
defects witl 


respect to classification," the chie 
justice said. 
"There are 
serious 


omissions in relations to the disposi 
tion of cases. The bases selected are 
such as frequently tend to mislead 
rather than to give an accurate view 
The recommendation is made that 
Lhere should be a central statistica 
bureau. 


"The report makes it evident, as 


it seems to me, that we can expec' 
but slight, if any, improvement in 
our statistical methods unless 
an 


adequate organization is maintainec 
for this purpose in the departmen 
of justice, with a supervising 
staff 


through which accurate, comprehen 
sive and uniform statistics can be 
obtained. Pending such an organiza 
tion, some improvement 
may 
be 


possible, but I do not think that i 
will amount to much." 


The chief justice said that 
the 


supreme court was "as nearly up to 
date in the hearing of cases on our 
docket as is practicable."

1929, 
died at Cambridge Military hos- 


pital today from injuries received 
when his plane crashed near Farns- 
borough Tuesday. 


Lieutenant Waghorn 
and a fel- 


low pilot, E. R. Alexander, 
took to 


their parachutes when 
their ship 


went out of control in a. high gale. 
The former landed on the roof of a 
shed, sustai. ing 
injuries to his 


head and limbs. Alexander was not 
as seriously hurt. 


The flier underwent 
an opera- 


tion last night but 
he Oradually 


grew worse. His wife maintained a 
ceaseless vigil by his bedside until 
he died. He is survived also by a 
son. 


Lieutenant Waghorn attained a 


speed of 32S.63 miles per hour in 
retaining the Schneider 
cup for 


Great Britain two years ago. Start- 
ing to fly at the age of IS, he was 
early nicknamed "Daisy." in recog- 
nition of a descent into a daisy field 
and later was heralded as one of 
England's premier acrobatic aviat- 
ors. 


Lieutenant 
Waghorn's ^ death 


marks the forty-first fatality in the 
Royal Air force since Jan. 1 and fol- 
lows closely th> tragic end ot Lieu- 
tenant Commander' Glen Kidston.

down in "Black Shirt Lane," North 
Merrick, L. I., police admitted they 
had made little progress

search. Nor were they certain what 
had happened to Helen Walsh, 16, 
a companion in the la&t shooting at- 
tributed lo Crowley. She has been 
missing since the killing, and police 
said they had no information wheth- 
er she was dead or alive.

Put Huge Water Areator 


Into Operation This Week 


The new aerator at the Appleton 


pumping station and filtration plant 
has been put into operation. The 
mammoth apparatus,- designed by A. 
J. Hall, plant superintendent, and 
constructed by the Greunke Bros. 
Construction company is capable of 
aerating- 8,000.000 gallons of water 
daily, thus eliminating all possibili- 
ties of odoriferous water, a condition 
which prevailed during the dry sea- 
son last summer when the old. In- 
adequate aerator was in operation. 


The aerator is equipped with 72 


large nozzles out of which the water 
is thrown with tremendous force, thus 
breaking the water 
into minute 


drops. 
A big hydraulic 
operating 


table in the pumping station controls 
the amount of water which is forced 
out of the nozzles. Any quantity of 
water from 2,000,000 to S.000,000 gal- 
lons can be aerated during the day, 
the nozzles being regulated according 
to the demand. 


Eight small nozzles of the garden 


hose variety also have been installed 
to add beauty to the tremendous 
fountain, which ia to be lighted with 
colored electric lamps at nisht. Six 
500-watt lamps are to be installed in 
the center of the huge basin, and it 
is expected the aerator will present 
a beautiful spectacle at night when 
each drop of water will be colored 
red, green, amber or violet, according 
to Mr. Hall. 


Flower pots have been posted at 


each corner of the square basins to 
lend additional beauty to the struc- 
ture. The aerator is constructed of 
red face brick and white stone. The 
large basement of the aerator is to 
be used as a garage and store room 
for .plant equipment.

a Wisconsin man, H. Jj. Russell, for- 


mer dean of the college of agricul- 
ture, University of •Wisconsin, was 
chosen, to present ' the agricultural 
situation.

Summing up the IDs of agricul- 


ture, their causes and means sug- 
gested lor their cure. Dean Russell 
said: 
, 
' 
"It is conceivable that a country 


can declare a moratorium--with ref- 
erence to the payment of • Us. debts, 
but what the world wants now is & 
moratorium on nature's operations 
for a year. Nature, no doubt, could 
stand it, but it would be tough on 
the poor mortals whose job it nor- 
mally is, day by day, to wrest from 
the soil, not only that which is nec- 
essary for their own daily 
susten- 


arice, but to keep the other fellow in 
shape to enable him to carry on his 
part.". 


Various forms of governmental re- 


lief for depressed agriculture often 
merely postpone the inevitable ec- 
onomic readjustment, Dean Russell I 


said, although 
b> stimulatln* 
or 


maintaining. prices such 
methods 


may give temporary relief, , 


Relates History 


Recounting: the tray in which tar- 


iff walls have been raised higher and 
higher in various parts of the world. 
Dean Russell suggested a criticism 
of the United States tariff policy in 
the following words: 


"America has acted 
In.this re- 


spect in no wise different Irbm her 
international neighbors. Under the 
guise of relief to agriculture, higher 
and higher tariff walls 
have been 


built, not merely on agriculture, but 
on numerous other industrial pro- 
ducts. 
These tariff barriers, when 


once inaugurated, 
have caused nu- 


merous reprisals on the part ;of oth- 
er ' countries, making international 
exchange increasingly difficult." 


After pointing out that America's 


position in international 
trade is 


steadily shifting to the side of in- 
dustrial rather • than 
agricultural 


dominance, with the United States 
being forced out; of 
eome of her 


foreign markets for dairy products, 
and meats, he said: 
"There are some who 
advocate 


that America's job is to develop her 
own Industries and not worry about 
the rest of the world. 
This policy' 


might be possible if America was 
isolated as she was in the days pro- 
ceding modern transportation. But 
throughout all the 
world, 
living 
standards are rising and wants are 
developing to be satisfied. A world 
at peace will buy and sell more and 
more." 


Throughout his speech. Dean Rus- 
sell advocated closer international 
trade relations for agriculture as a 
means of readjusting 
agricultural 


economics. He urged that the agri- 
cultural problem be studied interna- 
tionally from the point of view of 
both production and 
consumption 


and said: 


"The critical times through which 


the world Is now passing is the econ- 
omic backwash 
of tho frightful 


storm which gripped this earth over 
a decade ago. How soon these waves 
will subside no one can predict with 
certainty. 
But one thing appears 


positive. la the shuffle and justl'e of 
post-war movements, the nations of 
the earth have been shaken closer 
and closer together. This process fa- 
cilitates r-iore readily 
International 


movement, and such organizations 
as this can consider their object ac- 
complished If by mutual exchange of 
ideas, the barriers of international 
good will can in somo measure be 
broken down." 


Dean Russell attributed some of 


the farm overproduction today to 
the efforts of various countries, such 
as Italy, to make themselves self- 
sustaining as far as 
agriculture 
goes, and of other countries, such 
as Soviet Russia, to resxiin places 
In world trade In farm produce lost 
during the war. For the rest, over- 


production, the falling birth rate, 
the economic readjustment follow- 
ing the war, the decreasing Impor- 
tance of food In the total scheme of 
things, since most other wants can 
be expanded with a rising standard 
of living while 
"more than three 


meals a day is very apt to put the 
human stomach In the repair shop," 
and the increasing productivity and 
mechanization of agriculture, which 
produce more goods for which there 
are not sufficiently increasing mar- 
kets, were listed as -causes of the 
farmer's troubles.

tration that living standards must 
b«. maintained relate almost entire- 
ly to the controversy now going on 
with respect to reduction of wages.

attempt to tell the delegates from

ciple of freedom of initiative applies 
everywhere' as. a fundamental de- 
sire on the part of business.men.. It 
was .more with the. idea of giving 
the'visiting delegates a perspective 
that Mr. Mellon, issued his warning-, 
which is really designed to prevent 
panicky 
efforts 
to 
develop new 


economic systems or drastic changes 
in the relationships of government 
and business.

My answer is that full set is ab 


iolutely desirable, for the sufficient 
reason that it means better golf in 
tha long run. 


Notice how many clubs the pro 


fessional star carries. It is not un- 
common for him to have 18 or 20 
clubs in his bag; not for effect, but 
because he has distinct uses 
for 
them.

Therefore, It should not be too 


much of a burden for the ordinary 
player to figure on using a set of 
'—10 irons and'three woods. 


It is no more difficult to learn 


how properly to use a dozen clubs 
than it is to use only six. 


The 
essential 
swings are 
the 


same for the main types of shots— 
the short iron, the long iron and 
the wood. 


Of course it takes judgment to 


select the right club after sizing up 
the distance,, the layout and the lie 
This is where so many golfers go 
wrong.
